Railroad &)ork. 


There are Indications now that ?the 


'Point section of the new railroad ;may 
be ready for use some time In the near 
.future although it will take consider- 
able time yet to get the overhead work 
•done. The work ou the track is Hearing 
completion, the gaug being at work 
now ou the tteetioux that were left .for 
•various reasons wheu the uiaiu stretch 
was put in. The special irou has ar- 
arnved for some of the curves aud these 
are now beiug completed aa fast as pos- 
sible. Wednesday afteruoou a gang of 
meti with au eight-horse le»m aud a 
plow began to tear up the auction of 
Farewell street uear Broadway for the 
purpose of putting iu the curve aud 
switches to connect with tbe main 
track for Bristol 4'erry. 


A good substantial track has beeu 


laid oil all this section of the road with 
well built curvet, which do uot indi- 
cate any trouble m operating cars not- 
withstanding the .fact that the streets 
are narrow and the curves necessarily 
sharp. The bridge work at the Wal- 
nut street bridge ins-cry substantial, the 
track being so built lhat it does not add 
to the weight that tie bridge Qse to 
carry.

8. N., died at Sudbury, Ontario, ou

He was well known In Newport, hav- 
ing been ou duty here at various times 
aud having beeu president of the War 
College. His daughter, Mrs. Gherardi, 
wife of Lieutenant W. B. Gherardi, is 
now residing at the Torpedo Station 
where her husband ie on duty. 


Rear Admiral Henry Clay Taylor 


was one of the best known officers Iu 
the American navy. He was orn in 
the District of Columbia and was ap- 
pointed to tbe Naval Academy from 
Ohio iu 1860, and graduated In 1863; 
was promoted to ensign May 28,1863, 
aud to master iu 1865; was commis- 
sioned lieutenant November 10,1866; 
lieutenant commander, March 12,1868, 
commander. December, 1879; captain, 
April 16, 1894, aud rear admiral Feb- 
ruary 11,1901. During the Civil War 
he served on the Bhenandoah In the 
North Atlantic blockading squadron 
aud on the Iroquois ou special duty. 
He commanded coast survey steamer 
Hassler, training ship Saratoga, the 
Alliance when it was attached to the 
Asiatic station and battleship Indiana 
in the Spanish-American war. 


In the war of 1898 be took a prom- 


inent part iu the blockade of Cuba 
and was advanced several numbers iu 
the grade of captain for bis services in 
the war. His otber duties included au 
assignment to the Naval Academy, a 
term iu tbe hydrographic office, duty 
on the board of inspection aud sur-

Memphis. Tenn., Aug. 21, 1801, 
waa a roundabout way of rid- 
ding his chosen territory of an 


•nemj ha couldn't whip In open battle. 
Aa 1st* aa midsummer, 18<W, whan 
Sherman waa battering away at At- 
lanta.'ln the beart of Georgia, the ex- 
tensive belt of country lying weat of 
his line of operations, which had bean 
nominally conquered by General Hal- 
leek and General Grant In 1882-8, 
waa still deolgnated within the Federal 
camps, lying all around Its borders, 
as "Forrest's country." Forrest raided 
quite at will with hie rough riders al- 
most to the Kentucky line, and, hoping 
to prevent repetitions of these Incur- 
sions on the flank of his route of com- 
munications while operating In Geor- 
gia, Sherman directed a movement of 
troops out of Memphis Into the Forrest 
belt of northern Mississippi. 
In this 


manner he hoped to distract or engross 
th* attention of the ubiquitous cavalry-j 
man and keep him at arm's length. 
j 


A Federal expedition from Memphis 


led by General Sturgls ended in a 
stunning defeat at Guntowu, Miss., 
June 10, and the hasty retreat of the 
column to Memphis. 
When Btnrgls' 


troops reached Memphis on their re- 
treat General A. J. Smith happened to 
be lu camp there with a force of Feder- 
als Intended to join Sherman In front 
of Atlanta. Instead of following the 
beaten 
track 
along 
the 
railroad, 


through Chattanooga, Smith set out to 
cross "Forrest's country," and, meeting 
the redoubtable confederate at Tupelo, 
Miss., July 14, whlpped< him so soundly 
that he had to resort to unusual tactics 
to get this new enemy out of the terri- 
tory. Blnca Memphis was being used 
by Sherman as a base for blows aimed 
at him, he would counter on Memphis 
in the hope of getting up a panic that 
would insure Smith's recall. If nothing 
more. 


With a detachment of 1,600 of his 


choicest men, Forrest set out from 
Oxford, Miss., Aug. 18. A heavy rain 
had been falling for several days, and 
floods had destroyed the fording places 
of the numerous creeks and rivers, 
which war had despoiled of bridges. 
With telegraph poles, grapevine ropes

pany down the main street, through a 
Federal artillery encampment, his eager 
followers shooting right and left as 
they galloped on, heading for the 
Gayoso House, a noted hostelry fre- 
quented by prominent Federal officers. 
Followed by as many of his. band as 
could crowd in, the impetuous captain 
plunged his charger Into the ball and 
up to the hotel office, spreading con- 
sternation among the guests, civil and 
military.

In a few minute* all Memphis waa in 


an uproar. For more than two years 
the city had been lu undisputed pos- 
session of Federal troops. During that 
time vast camps had sprung up and 
disappeared, discharging battalions In 
thousands and tens of thousands to t!.

sas, to Vlcksburg, New Orleans and 
Chattanooga. 
Mighty squadrons or 


Federal war vessels had patrolled the

Memphis! Why, she was another 


Cairo or Cincinnati or Baltimore. The 
organized Confederate front was hun- 
dreds of miles distant, and she had long 
upheld the character of a city of refuge 
for people driven from their homes far- 
ther south and for disabled soldiers of 
the Federal army, as well as a place of 
safe keeping for Confederate prisoners.

Tbe vegetable rock builders are found 


ID the ooze which covers the marine 
plants drawn up from tho bottom of 
the sen. As shown by the microscope, 
they are seen to consist of zigzag links 
or boxes, attached at their corners. 
These vegetable forms, so minute as to 
be invisible to the human eye, have 
the'power of secreting the elements 
•f flint or silica from the water lu 
which they live. They are very curi- 
ously marked, snd there are uiauy va- 
rieties of them. It will be seen that In 
their structure tbe lines of beauty have 
not been forgotten. 
The city of Her 


lln was built on an immense bed of the 
remains of these minute vegetable 
forms, and the unstable foundations of 
the houses is due to this /fact 
They 


are so small that one of them is but 
the seventy-millionth part of a grain. 
They increase by subdivision, one be- 
ing capable of increasing to a million 
by this process in twenty-four hours. 
Their method of building Is simply by 
living and then dying and leaving their 
flinty skeletons to form the solid rock. 
They block up rivers, give the green 
tinge to the Arctic ocean, form a white 
stone which has been found In masses 
BOO miles long and 800 feet thick, und 
the clouds of dust which are blown 
from the desert are made up of them. 


The Ab*c» lu Japan. 


The Japanese shopkeepers uso the 


abacus, or soroban, so universally that 
the stranger quickly comes to a realiz- 
ing sense of the absence of all mental 
calculation in the empire. In lieu of 
paper and pencil any child or adult 
will at once take up the soroban when 
given a problem In mathematics and 
rattle Its beads about as though he 
were amusing himself. The principle 
of the little instrument Is this: Each 
of the five beads In the broad lower 
division of the board represents one 
unit, and each solitary bead In the nar- 
row upper division represents five 
units. 
Each vertical column Is thus 


worth ten units. Each vertical column 
represents units ten tunes greater than 
those In the column immediately to the 
right of It, exactly as In our own sys- 
tem of notation by means of the Ara- 
bic numerals. Any sum In arithmetic 
can be done on the soroban, even to 
the extraction of square and cubic 
roots.

them. Memphis was in a panic, and 
before the raiding detachment returned 
to Forrest's old cauip in Mississippi 
General Smith's troublesome army was 
on the back tr:ick to save tbe city. 


Forrest's boitluvss in attacking Mem- 


phis was fairly outdone by the coolness 
of his withdrawal from tbe vicinity. 
At the end of a day's marcn he halted 
and sent word to tbe Federals In Mem- 
phis that some of the prisoners he was 
leading away south were barefoot and 
could riot keep up with the column. 
A supply of shoes was quickly sent to 
his bivouac, and. after another day's 
march, he ffnl back asking for rations 
for his prisoners. These were prompt- 
ly sent to the rendezvous, twenty-five 
miles distant and the officers in charge 
af the relief party carried back word 
that the raiding chief appeared In no 
hurry to leave tbe vicinity. Surely not

President Returns to Washington—Opposi- 


tion Encountered to the Proposal to Raise 
the Maine—Many Eastern Men in the 
Cabinet— Departments are Unusually 
Busy—Notes.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 16,1904. 
The return to town next week of the 


President to keep bachelor's ball for 
three weeks in the renovated White 
House, will give additional life to the 
city, nil up the hotels, and set the po- 
litical caudrou to bubbling.

thing is coming his way. Advices from 
the different States where factional dif- 
ferences existed iu regard to state matr 
ters, show that there is no falling out 
over tbe Presidential candidate. 
The 


letter of Mr. Oscar 8. Straus announc- 
ing that he had abandoned the Demo- 
cratic party, and "will make it a privi- 
lege no less than a duty to dedicate my 
bast servlcee to your election," came as 
a pleasant surprise iu tbe mall received 
at Sagamore Hall. There la reason to 
believe that many other surprises of a 
similar nature will be forth coming.

THE PRESIDENTS SPEECH 


It Will Be Widely Circulated M 


B CMBpeJcn Document-For- 
mer Gerernor Black Decorated 
With a Parker Button 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 28.—Theodore 


Koosevtlt formally opened the political 
campaign of 1004 at bis country home, 
goeaiuore Hill. Surrounded by hla 
family »nd relatives and friends, aud 
in the presence of an assemblage of men 
distinguished In all walks of life, be 
formally received and accepted the 
nomination of the Republican party 
for President of the United States. 


prosperity may be said to have been 


the keynote of the president's speech 
of acceptance, while the achievements 
of the Republican party In statesman- 
ship at home and abroad were depleted. 


The ceremony of notification was en- 


tirely informal and 
unconventional. 


Speaker Cannon, attired in a dark gray 
frock suit, stepped upon a chair stand- 
in;; near the veranda railing on the 
northeast side of the house and faced 
the crowd. He was received with 
cordial applause. 


Speaker Cannon, In his address to tbe 


president, reviewed the career of the 
Republican party and what it had ac- 
complished. 
It had, be said, under Mr. 


Roosevelt's leadership, kept its record 
from the lieginning under Lincoln of 
doing the right thing at tbe right time 
and In the right way, notwithstanding 
the opposition of those who oppose the 
right policies from the selfish or parti- 
san standpoint. 
He closed with wish 


expressing tbe hope and expectation 
that Mr. Roosevelt would be elected to 
the presidency as hia own successor. 


While Mr. Cannon read his speech, 


President Roosevelt stood at his right 
hand. Mrs. Roosevelt, surrounded by 
her children, stood facing Mr. Cannon 
almost in the centre of the crowd. Mr. 
Cannon was Interrupted frequently by 
applause. His thrusts at the Demo- 
cratic party, his references to the tariff 
and to the gold standard and to the con- 
struction of the Panama canal aroused 
great enthusiasm. 


President Roosevelt shook Mr. Can- 


non's hand at the conclusion of his 
speech and then mounted the chair to 
deliver hii address In response to tbe 
notification. He was given so cordial 
a reception that It was quite a minute 
before he could proceed. Though he 
.followed the printed text of hh speech, 
he seldom referred to it 


The president, in response, said that 


the Republican party was more for- 
tunate than Its opponents, in that It had 
DO party division. 
Reviewing Re- 


publican legislation, he pointed out that 
sntl-trust laws had been enforced and 
legislation enacted to increase their ef- 
fectiveness. 
He expressed his belief 


in reciprocity with foreign nations and 
said the tariff would he safe in the 
hands of bis party. 
Regarding the 


Philippines, he said that to have gone 
faster than we have already gone In 
jiving the islanders a constantly in- 
creasing measure of 
self-government 


would have been disastrous. 
He said 


that Republicans were ready to "face 
the future with our past aud our present 
as guarantors of our promises; and we 
are content to stand or to fall by the 
record which we have made and are 
making." 


As 
the president 
concluded his 


speech, Speaker Cannoni* chairman of 
the notification committee, grasped his 
.hand aud congratulated him cordially. 
National Chairman Cortelyou then ex- 
tended his congratulations. 
He was 


followed by all of the notification eom- 
mittee and the assembled guests. The 
speech of the president will be circu- 
lated extensively in the campaign as, 
aside from the letter of acceptance, 
which he will issue in a few weeks, it 
will be his only public utterance dur- 
ing the campaign. 


Early 
iu the afternoon William 


Barnes, Jr., of Albany pinned a cam- 
paign button on the coat lapel of for- 
mer Governor Black. While Mr. Black 
was conversing with the president, Gov- 
ernor Odell approached and, seeing the 
button, inquired: 
"Black, when did 


.jou leave the Republican party!" 


"Have'nt left it," was the reply. 
•"Then why are you wearing that but- 


ton around here?" 


Glancing at the button and discover- 


ing that it bore a fine likeness of Judge 
Parker, with appropriate Democratic 
Inscriptions, Black remarked:

consider the question of the refusal of 
tbe coal companies to deduct check 
weighmen's wages. If the strike is or- 
dered It will probably affect the whole 
anthracite region, as the companies 
seem to be combined in resisting the 
demand.

ST PETERNBURG IN PANIC SERIOUS RIOTS EXPECTED 


Stones Thrown nl Carriage of 


Minlmer Miirutvelf, PulluwiiiK 
Assassination of His Colleague 
—Had Long Iteun Planned 


St. I'eterslmrg, July ai.-M. Von 


I'lehve, minister of flu- iuu-rioi', \vasas- 
sassinated by means of a bomb thrown 
at his carrkige while he \vas driving 
to the Baltic station to take a train 
for the palace at IVterhoff, where ne 
was to make his weekly report to the 
czar.

The czar himself Is said to lie in terror 


of death, 
and consternation reigns 


throughout St. Petersburg. 
Officials 


are in a state of panic. Developments 
point to n conspiracy so widespread iu 
itseli aud with such clever and des- 
perate leaders at its head that no one 
knows who may be tbe assassin's next 
victim. There Is a general report that 
the czar himself and all his ministers 
are marked for death. 


The assassination Is believed to be 


the outcome of a widespread plot, the 
existence of which has been suspected 
for several days. 
Numerous arrests 


have already been made, Including that 
of the assassin, a young man who is 
believed to be a Finn named Leglo, and 
who Is now In a hospital severely and 
perhaps fatally Injure* by tbe explo- 
sion of his own bomb. An accomplice 
of Leglo, also apparently a Finn, but 
whose name is unknown, has been ar- 
rested. He had in his possession a 
bomb which he tried to throw, but he 
was overpowered uy the police Just in 
time to prevent great loss of life. 


The force of the explosion was so 


•terrific that it not only broke every 
window within a radius of half a mile, 
but reduced the heavy paving stones to 
powder, heaved up the pavement and 
flung a heavy piece of the ironwork of 
the .carriage across the canal, severing 
the thick mast of a barge, which fell, 
stunning the captain of the barge. 
Everybody In the street was knocked 
down and more or less bruised. 


When the officers of tbe 
law had 


terminated the necessary 
formalities 


by drawing up a written report of the 
crime, the mangled remains of Von 
Plehve were conveyed to a chapel ad- 
joining the station. The priests and 
people joined In a solemn requiem. 


Minister of Justice MuravlofT went to 


the Peterhoff palace to report the as- 
sassination of Minister VonPlehve to 
the czar, who did not leave the palace 
during the entire day, although he had 
arranged to go to Oraienbaum, 19 
miles from St. Petersburg, to attend 
the consecration of the new harbor. 


The empress has not been Informed 


of the tragedy In view of the hourly 
expectation of the birth of an heir to 
tbe throne. 


As Minister of Justice MuravlefT was 


driving to tbe Peterhoff palace last 
night to report to tbe czar the assassina- 
tion of VonPlehve, stones were thrown 
at him and his carriage windows were 
broken. The Identity of the minister's 
assailants has not yet been discovered. 


Only the assassination of the czar 


could hare created more of a sensation, 
as next to the czar himself, VonPlehve 
was regarded as the most powerful per- 
sonality in the Russian government 


VonPlehve was conspicuously active 


in bringing about the suppression -of 
those local assemblies which wiser Itus- 
sinns had regarded as the primary 
schools in which the people might re- 
quire the rudiments at least of the'art 
of self-government. Abler rulers than 
the present czar thought that these as- 
semblies made for popular content- 
ment, for goodwill between the people 
and tbe throne. VonPlehve's conduct 
towards the Jews rose to the dignity of 
wickedness. If he did not Inspire tbe 
persecution of file Jews that burst forth 
in blood and flames at KishinefT. he did 
not check it. and he talked and acted 
as if he sympathized with It. Alone 
among the ministers of monarchies of 
tbe present generation. VonPlehve 
was suspected by the world of conniv- 
ing at the massacre of fellow-subjects.

The belated sanction to the teamsters 
joining their brother workmen In the 
general strike was given last night ly 
the ollicers of the International Teams- 
ters' union and the TUU drivers em- 
ployed iu the packing Industry iu Chi- 
cago quit work today. 


With tbe union teamsters out, every 


union organization represented in the 
Chicago packing plants Is 
on strike. 


The teamsters' organization is consid- 
ered one of the most important or- 
ganizations iu the present controversy 
and all along was mainly depended up- 
on to bring success to the strikers. The 
greater portion of the fresh meats dis- 
posed of to the local trade Is hauled iu 
wagons to the down town district by 
these teamsters. 
With the men on 


strike and null-union 
men 
In their 


places, rioting is almost sure to follow. 


The 
union 
organizations recalled 


their ultimatum prohibiting their mem- 
bers employed In the independent plants 
from killing livestock purchased in the 
stockyards, where the animals are be- 
ing handled by non-union employes, tbe 
independent packers having pointed out 
to them that such an order would be 
a benefit to tbe packers. 


Kiots by the 
unionists nnd their 


friends in the stockyards district last 
night resulted In the shouting of one 
man and the beating of another Into in- 
sensibility, while a third was severely 
cut and bruised. This is believed by 
tbe police to be but a foretaste of 
what is to come 


While an attack was being made on 


some negro strike breakers as they 
were leaving the stockyards last night, 
John Stokes, one "of the strikers, was 
•hot and fatally wounded by one of the 
negroes. 
Stokes, together with fully 


100 companions, it is said, rushed ou 
the negroes aud one of the latter drew 
.« revolver and tired into the crowd, hit- 
ting Stokes. The police were close at 
hand and succeeded in scattering the 
rioters after considerable difficulty. 


A negro barber about to climb upon a 


street car at the entrance of the stock- 
yards last ulgbt was dragged to the 
street by a mob and beaten until un- 
conscious. The police announced that 
be was dead, but in the course of an 
hour he was revived and will recover. 
The mob was under the Impression that 
the barber was employed in some of the 
packing plants and attacked him be- 
fore he could offer an explanation. 


Chief of Police O'N'cil declares that 


the police have the strike situation well 
in hand and that they will be able to 
control the strikers and their friends. 


Chicago, July 29.—After issuing a 


general order that would have involved 
all the Chicago railroads in tbe stock- 
yards strike, President Curran of .tliu 
Freight Handlers' union last night re- 
considered bis action and is now hold- 
ing his order In abeyance pending a 
conference with leaders of the allied 
trades unions whose members are ou 
strike. It is stated, however, that if 
President Donnelly of the Butchers' 
union and the other strike leaders ex- 
press a desire to have the order enforced 
it will be put Into effect at once. 


May Force Mill Owners 


Fall Hlver, Mass., July 29.—It Is re- 


ported that M. C. D. Borden, Fall 
River's greatest mill owner, and bitter 
opponent of the Manufacturers' asso- 
ciation, has arranged a plan which will 
result In defeat for the capitalists now 
trying to force a 12V4 percent wage re- 
duction. The rumored plan is that 
Borden's mills will operate 24 hours a 
day, with three shifts of operatives. 
By such a plan one-third of tbe total 
number of mill workers in this city 
could be given work and support of op- 
eratives who 
continued the 
strike 


would become comparatively easy. 


Lower Wage* at Taunton 


Taunton, Mass., July 2(i.—A reduc- 


tion in wages of 12H percent has gone 
into effect at the cotton mills of the 
Corr Manufacturing company. These 
mills .are engaged in the manufacture 
of practically the same grade of cloth 
made In Fall River, and the decision to 
cut down the payroll followed the 
similar action 'taken by the Fall River 
mills. The treasurer of the company 
states that there are no signs of dis- 
satisfaction among the 300 operatives.

Williamstown, Mass., July 20.—A re- 


duction In wages of 12% percent has 
gone into effect in the cotton mills of 
the WilHamstown Manufacturing com- 
pany here and the N'orth Pownal Manu- 
facturing company at North Pownal, 
Vt, seven miles from here.

Modern physics tench us that the 


molecules of all bodies are in a state of 
Incessant motion; that the Intimate 
structure of matter Is, in fact, a repro- 
duction on uii infinitely minute scale of 
the revolving suns and planets. 


In gases and liquids this motion .Is 


most extensive In range, but In solids 
the movements of the molecules are 
more restrained, and they merely os- 
cillate or rotate about a certain mean 
position, the range of motion being 
itjrtctly governed by the attractions 
producing It 


If by the pull of an outside force the 


molecules are drawn out beyond the 
limit of their mutual attractions the 
body Is broken, but within this limit it 
will recover itself when the pull ceases. 


We may regard the particles of rub- 


ber as revolving In circles. When it is 
stretched thgse orbits become elliptic, 
returning to the circular form when 
released. As then this substance pos- 
sesses a very wide range of variation 
of molecular distance without rupture 
It Is eminently elastic.

DOCTOR OF DANCING. 


This Title W.. OlTca to B«ar-hamp. 


b> Louis XIV. 


In France during the reign of Louis 


XIV. dancing took a very prominent 
position among court festivities, and 
many members of the royal family 
took part in the complex ballets of the 
time. Louis himself, no mean perform- 
er, took lessons for twenty years from 
Beauchamps, who was called the fa- 
ther of all dancing masters and upon 
whom the king conferred the title doc- 
tor as a special mark of favor. 


Beauchamps had the honor of ap- 


pearing as partner with the king In the 
minuet, a dance which was introduced 
In 1630 In France, and no court ball

CHAPTER 1147. 


AN ACT In Amendment of Chapter 1101 


of the Public Laws, Entitled "An Act 
Providing For the Better Management 
of the Public Schools In the State." 


(Passed March 23, 1904.) • 


It Is enacted by the General Assembly as 


follows: 
Section 1. Section 3 of Chapter HOI of the 


Public Laws Is hereby amended so as to 
read as follows: 


"Sec. 3. The school committees of the re- 


spective towns voting therefor, as pre- 
scribed In section 2 hereof, shall form a 
joint committee, for the purpose of this 
act; said Joint committee shall be the 
agents of each town comprising such un- 
ion. Said school committees shall meet 
annually In Joint convention, on the last 
Friday In June, at a place and hour 
agreed upon by the chairman of the re- 
spective school committees, and shall or- 
ganize by the choice of a chairman and 
secretary. They shall choose by ballot a 
superintendent of schools, fix his salary 
and apportion the amount thereot to be 
paid by each of the towns, approximately 
according to the next preceding school 
census In said town. Such union shall 
not be dissolved because the number of 
schools shall have Increased beyond the 
number of sixty, nor, for any reason, for 
the period of three years from the dnte 
of the formation of such union, except by 
vote of a majority of the towns constitut- 
ing such union."

(Passed April 7. 1904.) 


It Is enacted by the General Assembly as 


follows: 
Section 1. Whenever any person who 


aerved in the army, navy, or marine 
corps of the United States during any 
period of war. and was honorably dis- 
charged therefrom, shall die within thli 
state without leaving means sufflclent'to 
defray necessary funeral expenses, h« 
•hall be burled and the expenses thereof 
paid In the manner hereafter provided. 


8«c. 2. The town council of «ny town 


and the board of aldermen of any city 
shall annually designate some prop«r per- 
son, other than those designated by law 
for the care of paupers or the custody of 
criminal*, who shall caus« to he Interred 
the body of any euch honorably discharg- 
ed soldier, sailor, or marine who may 
not have left sufficient means to pay hie 
funeral expenses; and In caee the de- 
ceased has relatives or friends who deelre 
to conduct the burial and who are unable 
or unwilling to pay the charge thereof, 
they shall be allowed to conduct the fu- 
neral, and the coat of said Inteiwent shall 
be paid to them or their representative 
bjr the town or city treasurer upon due 
Droof- Provided knw*v*r

of the M. fi. Church pastor; vice presi- 
dents, Mrs. D. C. Kmith, Mrs. Mary B.

Miss Ellen Smith 
was ap|X)iuted correspoudiug secretary, 
Miss Sadie E. Peckham, recording sec- 
retary, Mies Auuie P. Smith, trearurer. 


Although not carrying out Iu full 


the lines of work encoin passed by thg 22 
departments of the State Uuiou, the 
Middleton.i Uuiou has doue much to 
aid in spreading the gospel of temper- 
ance at home and iu other states, keep- 
Jug always iu mind the mdtto upou its 
tanner, "Whatsoever be saith unto you 
—do it." 


A summary of department work will 


show what has been doue along the 
special Hues. "Scientific Temperauce 
Instruction aud Narcotics" text books 
.amibiuiug scientific temperance aud 
physiology, were first iutroduced iu the 
five public schools of the towu iu 1883. 
Committees were appointed to visit 
schools aud see that the law regarding

Union subscribes for the "School Pby- 
,6iologyJourual,"oue for each of tbe 
five teachers, asau aid in teaching "Sci- 
entific Temperance;" public meetings 
have beeu held, tbe programs of which 
were prepared by tbe National Super- 
intendent, Mrs. H. U. Hunt of Boston; 
£tateBuperintendeut,Mi«Edna,B.Hale 
of Provideuce, has also made addresses, 
giving chemical experiments with her 
lectures. Iu regard to"NarcoUcs" Miss 
Uale also visited each of tbe flveechoob, 
making au address to tbe children at 
each, aud securing the signing ef pledge 
•cards against tbe use of tobacco and 
•cigarettes. A copy of the anti-tobacco 
law baa also been, placed in each school 
.room. "Sunday School" work has been 
•observed by special "Temperance Sun- 
•day"obeervauce and by the introduction 
sf temperance lesson leaves,the distribu- 
tion of the "Home Guard, "and "Young 
Crusader" and juveulle tempetance 
monthlies, which were regularly sub- 
scribed, for by tbe Uuiou. 


"Temperaane and Literature" has 


teen circulated freely; leaflets. book- 
Jets aud monthlies; also leaflets in 
Portuguese among people of that na- 
tionality. 
Books amounting to over' 


$50 have been placed in the Middle- 
town Centennial Circulating Library 
and iu the H. E. Sunday School Li- 
brary. The same amount has also Been 
expended iu monthlies, subscribed for 
tbe use of tbe same Sunday School. 
Then too, a uumber of books have beeu 
placed iu tbe library at Berkeley Mem- 
orial Chapel as well as reading matter 
placed iu the car bams and at .the 
Middletowu railroad station. "Chari- 
table Work" has been done very large- 
ly, iucludiug relief afforded trie Jack- 
sonville aud Nebraska sufferers, and 
-comfort bags and testaments to our 
soldiers iu Manila; financial aid baa 
beeu given to further the work in the 
Philippines aud also to help tbe cotton 
mill workers in Baltimore; and in 
many other varied ways moneys have 
beeu expended as far as the state of the 
treasury would allow. 


"Relations with the Press" have teen 


observed. 
"Temperance Evangelistic 


Work" has been sustained by a large 
uumber of prominent and able speak- 
ers, who by their sympathetic eloquence 
have spread abroad the word of God. 


"Systematic Giving" haa been ob- 


served by "thank oQerings","free will" 
gifts, sums contributed to the Temper- 
ance Temple, "self denial offerings", 
money sent the 
Fraucea E. Willard 


Memorial fund, aud to many other 
worthy organizations aud individuals. 
"Parlor Meetings" were Instituted iu 
1894 
and have proved to be very inter- 


esting and helpful gatherings. "Flower 
Mission Work" has beeu done at all 
times. Flowers bearing cards with 
scriptural texts, fruil, and comfort pow- 
ders have been most thoughtfully dis- 
tributed to individuals and to the New1 
port hospital, and Flower Mission Day' 
observed by meetings of a public na- 
ture, iu the M. E. Church. 


"Medal Contests" have have beeu 


held with helpful and gratifying re- 
sults, spreading the at ad of temperance 
among tbe young contestants aud their 
hearers, and being a great financial 
aid to the treasury. In addttiou to 
the department work, previously men- 
tioned, the Union has sent each of its 
presidents to a National Convention: 
Mrs. Mather to Detroit In 188% Mrs. 
Alfred W. Chase to Minneapolis in 1886 
and Mrs. R. J. Grinnell to Cincinnati 
iu 1903; besides assisted in part, In pay- 
ing the state delegates expenses to the 
Worlds' Convention in London in 1895, 
aud the expenses of mauy other sr-te 
officials at various times. In Oct. 1883 
a children's Baud of Hope was or- 
ganized by Mrs. Walker of Providence 
which was later reorganized by Mlsi 
Allle Parker (also of Provideuce) Into 
a Loyal Temperauce Legion which dls- 
bauded In October 1895. Thid order 
^as the means of accomplishing much 
good among the young, by establishing 
temperance principles early In their 
lives. While the most of them are 
now about through High School, their 
«ar!y training In tbe Loyal Temper- 
uucs Legion has so Inculcated the 
thought of temperance that It bids fair 
to be a permanent factor in their fu- 
ture lives.

Jhe pail River Strike. 


A correspondent thus summarizes 


the situation in Fall River: "There are 
71 mills operated by 33 corporations 
idle at Fall River, on account of a strike 
of 24,000 operatives, against a reduction 
of 124 per ceut. iu wages. The weekly 
pay roll last week was $170,000, aud 
this week it would have beeu $149,000, 
a difference of $21,000 weekly, which 
separatesmill owner and mill operative. 


"The manufacturers are held together 


to euforce the reduction, through an 
agreement signed by them, represent- 
ing 2,300,000 spindles. There are 28 
signatures to the agreement. 


"The agreement was not designed to 


crush uuioulsm, or to make the pro- 
posed low scale of wages a permanent 
one. The sole "purpose Is to make con- 
ditions for Fall River mills such that 
they cau meet the extraordinary com- 
petitlou which has been forced upon 
them In the past three years, partly by 
the new southern mills and to some 
extent by tbe better manufacturing 
conditions prevailing outside of Massa- 
chusetts. 


"Last November wages were reduced 


10 per ceut. to a basis of 19.8c. per cut 
for print cloths, aud it. is now sought 
to reduce to the basis of 17.32 cents 
which is not within 1.32 cents of the 
basis prevailing iu 1898 aud 1894. 


"The Uniou leaders here recommend- 


ed, through the textile council, that 
tbe latest reduction be accepted for the 
time being, but it was voted to strike, 
despite tbe advice of the leaders. 


"The Manufacturers' Assbciatiou vot- 


ed to adhere to the reduction ou the 
ground that, as tbe operatives had not 
taken tbe advice of their leaders in the 
matter of striking, there was little like- 
lihood that they would do so iu oilier 
matters. The strike was begun .Mon- 
day morning, amid tbe greatest euthu- 
siaam on the part uf tbe operatives, and 
the present indications are that it will 
last until September. 


"Tbe operatives succeeded In closing 


all the mills ou tbe first day, au un- 
precedented occurrence in American 
textile centers. Now that the mills 
have beeu closed, the manufacturers 
propose to adopt a policy of sileuce aud 
waiting uutil tire spirit manifested by 
the operatives shows «lgus of chang- 
ing."
